NEW PLAN OF ROAD 
BUILDING IS TRIED 


In road building projects recently 
appioved by the B ureau 
of 
Public 
R oads for Texas a new plan for T exas 
r< ad building i" being tried out. ac­ 
cording f(* A 
It. Losh, district engi­ 
neer in charge of Texas, O kluhom a, 
Louisiana and A rkansas for the bu­ 
reau. 
The plan contem plates the con­ 
struction of one half of the road, and 
the com pletion of tin* other half as 


soon as fu rth er funds arc available. 
Tlie idea has been thoroughly tested 
in Illinois and lias proved successful, 
according to Mr. Losh, who pointed out 
that counties doing road construction 
work which run short of funds can 
build a road half of tlie desired width 
for the distance necessary and thereby 
provide a high type road which prac­ 
tically will carry the traffic. 
Tin* coat 
of tin* half.width road, naturally, would 
Ik* only half the cost of the completed 
road. 
The other half 
of the 
road 
would Ik* thoroughly gruded dirt road 
to be replm-cd by a high type road to 
matrh the part already constructed as 
soon as funds became available. 
Navarro and Rockwall counties have 
taken advantage of the plan of con­ 
structing one half roads and their pro­ 
jects have been approved by the bu- 
reuu. 
In both instances the roads are 
to Ik* completed as soon as the coun­ 
ties have available fu n d s for the work. 
Projects were approved a* follow s; 
Navarro county —Concrete road, nine 
feet wide, state highway No. 1, federal 
aid project No. «329, from 
a 
point 
southw est of Corsicana tow ard Waco, 
6 4S m iles; cost $85,997.03, of which 
on«* half is to borne by the bureau.
